Destroys 200 Residences. 
Before entering the city from tho 
southeast the storm destroy ed the new 
capitol buildings, then it cleaned tip 
some 200 or more private residences. 
Then six graiq elevators were blown 
across the tracks, completely blocking 
traffic. 
Then the storm passed away 
to the northe&s't. Chaos reigns to-night 
and five thousand troops are 
b eing 
rushed to the scene from Sewel camp. 
Already pillaging has commenced 
and the may or has issu ed orders to 
shoot any one on sight seen pillaging 
or robbing the dead.

There Is a great deal of b itterness 
against Mr. Bry an among the (Mark 
adherents. They feel that th<* Neb ras­ 
kan b ad no right to attempt to place 
a Morgan-Belmou t-Ry an b rand on the 
speaker ju st b ecau se the New York 
delegation gave its su pport to him. 
They argu ed that the speaker cou ld 
not w11a• ou t the Inju ry withou t attack­ 
ing Mr. Bry an in the foru m where Mr.
